ORDER: 


It was brought to the notice of the Director of Animal Husbandry, Andhra 
Pradesh, Vijayawada, as per the report submitted by the Joint Director (AH), 
Visakhapatnam that Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary 
Dispensary, Dakamarri, Vishakhapatnam District who was found un-authorised 
absent from duties and adverse remarks were also published in the sakshi news paper 
on 14.06.2014 with a caption of “ JAADA LENI PASHU VAIDYA SHALA”. Further, 
the Joint Director (AH) Visakhapatnam has instructed the Assistant Director (AH), 
Vishakhapatnam to conduct enquiry on the allegations levelled against 
Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon with the prior intimation 
communicated through Memo.Roc.No.10/E/2014, Dated 08.07.2014 to Dr. Y. 
Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarti, 
Vishakhapatnam District to attend detailed enquiry on 16.07.2014 at Veterinary 
Dispensary, Dakamarri, Visakhapatnam District and the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon 
did not attended the enquiry before the enquiry officer. Further, he has submitted that 
the villagers of Dakkamarri , Vishakapatnam District have complained that an amount 
of Rs.75,000/- was collected from the (5) S.C. Farmers by giving hand receipts 
towatds Jeeva Kranthi Padhakam for sanction of loans during January 2014. Further 
the Villagers have informed that no units were supplied to them and the amount of 
RS. 75,000/- was utilized for his personal use. Further, he has informed that he has 
failed to organize the fertility cum immunization camps and modern techniques of 
sheep training programmes with funds provided by the Project DIRECTOR, ATMA, 
Vishakhapatnam and stated that the amount was not utilized nor remitted by the 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon and he has failed to remit A.I amount for Rs. 16,360/- 
towards A.I. fee to DLDA from April 2014 to March 2014 as per the Lr. No. 
70/E/2013, Dated: 23.06.2014 of Executive Officer, DLDA, Vishakapatnam, and 
misappropriated Government money & has collected money for supply of calf feed 
under Sunandini Scheme from (16) beneficiaries, but calf feed was supplied to (15) 
beneficiaries by leaving one farmer ie., Sri Bugata Yellammanaidu, Dakamarti (V) 
who has paid an amount of Rs. 1500/- to Dr. Y. Laxmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri vide reference 2" cited. Hence, the 
atticles of charge memo has been issued him vide reference 3% cited. Further, the 
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Joint Director (AH), Visakhapatnam has submitted that the articles of charges issued 
against Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon while he worked at 
Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri and presently working at Veterinary Dispensary, 
Pedabayalu and served the original charge memo. On 27.01.2015 duly obtaining 
duplicate copy from the individual and submitted to the Head of the Department. But 
even after lapse of (11) months the individual has failed to submit his written 
statement for the charges framed against him. 


2. In the reference 5™ cited, Dr. P. Srinivasa Rao, Deputy Director (AH), 
Veterinary Poly Clinic, Kakinada has been appointed as an Inquiry Officer to conduct 
regular Inquiry under Rule 20 (2) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Service (Classification, 
Control and Appeal) Rules, 1991 on the article of charges framed against the 
individual. . In the reference ఠీ cited, the Inquiry Officer and the Deputy Director 
(AH), Veterinary Poly Clinic, Kakinada has submitted the Inquiry report and he has 
submitted the following brief details along the course of enquiry on article of charges 
framed against Dr.Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary 
Dispensary, Pedabayalu, Visakhapatnam District. 


i, Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, has joined duties of Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, 
Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri on 14.07.2012 and was found to be absent 
on unauthorized absence on unauthorized grounds since 06.07.2014 as per 
attendance register maintained at Veterinary Dispensary. 


il. Dr. E. Dinesh Kumar, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Tallavalasa has been instructed to perform routine clinical duties weekly trice as 
alternate arrangements at Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri since 29.07.2014 as 
pet instructions of Divisional Assistant Director (AH), Visakhapatnam. 


iii. | Dr. P. Sanyasi Naidu, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon has joined at Veterinary 
Dispensary, Dakamarri on F.N. of 11.09.2014. 


iv. Dr. Y. Lakshamana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Dakamarri has not handed over the charge of the post of Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri to Dr. E. Dinesh Kumar, 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Tallavalasa working as i/c 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon on work arrangement basis at Veterinary 
Dispensary, Dakamarnri, 


ఇ Dr. Y. Lakshamana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Dakamarti has joined at Veterinary Dispensary, Pedabayalu on orders of 
transfer from Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri on 23.09.2014 and joining 
report of the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Pedabayalu 
was not received tll now at Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri and neither LPC 
issued by the present DDO of Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarrti. 


vii Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Pedabayalu has been surrendered to parent department based on irregularities 
of Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Pedabayalu. 
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3. In the reference 7" cited, the Director of Animal Husbandry, A.P., Vijayawada 
has requested the Deputy Director (AH), Veterinary Poly Clinic, Kakinada to submit 
exparty enquiry report in the proforma prescribed in respect of Dr. Y. Lakshamana 
Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamartti, Visakhapatnam 
District and the Deputy Director (AH), Visakhapatnam has submitted the exparty 
enquiry report and he has concluded the following findings on the article of charges 
framed against the above individual vide reference 8" cited. 


Findings: 


On the basis of documentary and oral evidence adduced in the case before 
the then Deputy Director(AH), Veterinary Poly Clinic, Kakinada presently working at 
Deputy Director (AH), Visakhapatnam and in views of the reasons given above, he 
hold that the following charges is proved/not proved against Dr.Y.Lakshmanarao, 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon. 


Charge No.I - Proved 
Charge No.II - Proved 
Charge No.III - Not Proved 
Charge No.IV - Not Proved — 


4. The charges framed against the individual and findings of the Inquiry Officer 
are discussed hereunder. 


ARTICLE NO. “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT WAS FOUND UN-AUTHORISEDLY ABSENTED TO HOSPITAL DUTIES 
IN VETERINARY HOSPITAL, DAKAMARRI, VISHAKAPATNAM DISTRICT WHICH 
REFLECTED IN ADVERSE NEWS IN ‘SAKSHI NEWS PAPER’ ON 14-06-2014, 
WHICH IS UNBECOMING OF GOVERNMENT SERVANT. THUS HE HAS 


VIOLATED RULE 4(1) OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL SERVICES (CONDUCT) 
RULES, 1964”, 


BASIS:- : “As per the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam vide 
his Letter Roc.No.1526/S/2014, Dt:21/08/2014, Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, VAS, VD, 
Dakamatri, Vishakhapatnam District was found to be un-authorisedly absented from 


duties and adverse remarks were also published in the Sakshi News paper on 
14.06.2014 with a caption of “ JAADA LENI PASHU VAIDYA SHALA”. Thus, he 
violated the Rule 4(1) of APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


ARTICLE NO.II: “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT HAS FAILED TO ATTEND ENQUIRY ON 16.07.2014 AT VETERINARY 
DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI. EVEN THOUGH PRIOR NOTICE WAS GIVEN BY 
THE ASSISTANT DIRECTOR (ANIMAL HUSBUNDRY), VISHAKAPATNAM. 
WHICH SHOWS DISOBEDIENCE WHILE DISCHARGING HIS LEGITIMATE 
DUTIES. THUS, HE VIOLATED RULE 3 OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL SERVICES 
(CONDUCT) RULES, 1964”. 
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BASIS:- : As per the report submitted by Assistant Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam 
vide his Letter Roc.No.268/B/2014, Dt:13/08/2014, the Assistant Director (AH), 
Vishakhapatnam has Stated that even prior intimation was communicated through 
Memo. Roc. No. 10/E/2014, Dated 08.07.2014 to Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, VAS, VD, 
Dakamarri, Vishakhapatnam District to attend detailed enquiry on 16.07.2014 at 
Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri, Vishakhapatnam District the VAS has not 
attended the enquiry before the enquiry officer, which amounts to violation of Rule 
3(i) of APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


ARTICLE NO.III: “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT HAS COLLECTED AN AMOUNT OF RS.75,000/- FROM FARMERS 
TOWARDS JEEVA KRANTHI PADHAKAM FOR SANCTION OF LOANS . BUT TILL 
DATE NO UNITS WERE SUPPLIED TO THE FARMERS AND UTILISED FOR HIS 
PERSONAL NEEDS. THUS HE VIOLATED RULE 3 OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL 
SERVICES (CONDUCT) RULES, 1964”. 


BASIS:- : As per the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam vide 
his Letter Roc.No.1526/S/2014, Dt:21/08/2014, The villagers of Dakkamarri , 
Vishakapatnam District have complained that an amount of Rs.75,000/- was collected 
from the (5) S.C. Farmers by giving hand receipts towards Jeeva Kranthi Padhakam 
for sanction of loans during January 2014. Further the Villagers have informed that no 
units were supplied to them and the amount of RS. 75,000/- was utilized for his 
personal use. Which amounts to violation of Rule 3 of APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. 
Hence, this charge. 

ARTICLE NO.IV: “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT HAS FAILED TO ORGANIZE THE FERTILITY CUM IMMUNIZATION 
CAMPS AND MODERN TECHNIQUES OF SHEEP TRAINING PROGRAMMES 
WITH THE FUNDS RELEASED BY THE PROJECT DIRECTOR, ATMA, 
VISHAKAPATNAM. THUS HE VIOLATED RULE 3(1) OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL 
SERVICES (CONDUCT) RULES, 1964”. 


BASIS:- As per the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam vide 
his Letter Roc.No.1526/S/2014, Dt:21/08/2014, Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, VAS, VD, 
Dakamarti, Vishakhapatnam District has failed to organize the fertility cum 
immunization camps and modern techniques of sheep training programmes with 
funds provided by the Project DIRECTOR, ATMA, Vishakhapatnam and stated that 
the amount was not utilized nor remitted by the VAS. Which amounts to violation of 
Rule 3(i) of APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


ARTICLE NO.V: “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT HAS FAILED TO REMIT AN AMOUNT OF RS.16,360/- TOWARDS A.I 
FEE TO DLDA, VISHAKAPATNAM AND MISAPPROPRIATED GOVERNMENT 
MONEY. THUS HE VIOLATED RULE 3(1) OF ANDHRA PRADESH CIVIL 
SERVICES (CONDUCT) RULES, 1964”. 
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BASIS:- As per the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam vide 
his Letter Roc.No.1526/S/2014, Dt:21/08/2014, Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, VAS, VD, 
Dakamarri, Vishakhapatnam District has failed to remit A.I amount for Rs. 16,360/- 
towatds A.J. fee to DLDA from April 2014 to March 2014 as per the Lr. No. 
70/E/2013, Dated: 23.06.2014 of Executive Officer, DLDA, Vishakapatnam, and 
misappropriated Government money, which amounts to violation of Rule 3() of 
APCS (Conduct) Rules, 1964. Hence, this charge. 


ARTICLE NO.VI: “THAT DR. Y. LAKSHMANA RAO, VETERINARY ASSISTANT 
SURGEON, VETERINARY DISPENSARY, DAKAMARRI, VISAKHAPATNAM 
DISTRICT HAS FAILED TO SUPPLY CALF FEED UNDER SUNANDINI SCHEME 
TO SRI. BUGATA YELLAMMANAIDU OF DAKAMARRI (V) VISAKHAPATNAM. 
THUS HE VIOLATED RULE 3 OF APCS (CONDUCT) RULE 1964. 


BASIS:- As per the report submitted by Joint Director (AH), Vishakhapatnam the 
villagers of Dakamarri have complained that Dr. V. Laxmana Rao, Veterinary 
Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Dakamarri of Visakhapatnam District has 
collected money for supply of calf feed under Sunandini Scheme from (16) 
beneficiaries, but calf feed was supplied to (15) beneficiaries by leaving one farmer 16, 
Sri Bugata Yellammanaidu, Dakamarti (V) who has paid an amount of Rs. 1500/- to 
Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Dakamarri, which amounts to violation of Rule 3 of APCS (Conduct) Rules 1964. 
Hence this charge. 


వ In the reference 9" cited, a show cause memo has been issued to 
Dr.Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, 
Pedabayalu, Visakhapatnam District under Rule 21 (4) of Andhra Pradesh Civil 
Services (Classification, Control & Appeal) Rules, 1991 with a direction to Show cause 
as to why suitable penalty should not be imposed on him. Further, he has not 
submitted his explanation to the show cause memo. The Joint Director (AH), 
Vizinagaram has submitted that Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, the then Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Bheemali, Vizianagaram has not attending duties at 
Veterinary Dispensary, Behemali and he is absconding from duties since September - 
2018 and his where abouts were not known and the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon post 
at Veterinary Dispensary, Bheemali was filled with another Veterinary Assistant 
Surgeon, during in the recent transfers occurred in the month of July-2019 to avoid 
dislocation in serving of livestock and also in administration reasons. Hence, he has 
informed the Director of Animal Husbandry, Animal Husbandry, A.P., Vijayawada 
the orders issued for onward communications to the individual unable to 
communicate, hence the same is submitted herewith for further action since the 
where abouts are not known vide reference 10" cited. The Show cause memo has 
been published in the A.P. Gazette vide reference 11" cited. Hence, he is liable for 


removal from service for her un-authorized absence which exceeds more than (3) 
years. 
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6. After careful examination of the Inquiry officer’s report and with reference to 
material available on record, the Director of Animal Husbandty, A.P., Vijayawada has 
decided to impose the punishment of removal from service on Dr. Y. Lakshmana 
Rao, the then Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Veterinary Dispensary, Bheemali, 
Vizianagaram who was un-authorised absent from September 2018 to till date in 
terms of G.O. M.s. No. 260, General Administration (Services-C) Department dated: 
04/09/2003. 


ibs Accordingly, a penalty of “Removal from Government Setvice” on 
Dr. Y. Lakshmana Rao, Veterinary Dispensary, Pedabayalu, Visakhapatnam District 
presently working at Veterinary Dispensary, Bheemali, Vizianagaram District is 
imposed for his un-authorized absence from September-2018 to till date under Rule 9 
(IX) of APCS ( CC&A) Rules , 1991 read with G.O.M.s.No.260, General 
Administration (Services-C) Department, dated: 04/09/2003 & G.O.Ms.No.127, 
dated: 15.09.2017 of General Administration (SERVICES-C) Department.
